A family group invariably plans the home in which it 


is to live, making detailed and preliminary drawings of 
each room and porch and hall, and choosing with an eye 
to beauty and comfort the architectural phases, and the 
landscaping that is to be the setting. 


But cities and towns just grow like Topsy, with little 


* attempt to coordinate effort; with almost no consideration 


of what the neighbors may be doing or contemplating; 
with no eye to the future needs of traffic; with no thought 
until it is too late of the necessity and desirability of parks 
and playgrounds. 


This is the manner in which Dr. Hugh L. Pomeroy 


sums up the costly lack of orderly planning of communi- 
ties. Speaking before the San Gabriel valley associated 
chambers of commerce at Glendora recently he disclosed 
plenty of convincing figures to show that proper commun- 
ity building is as important in the scheme of economy as 
a treasury watchdog sitting on the board of trustees.* In 
one instance, Los Angeles city, in condemning property 
for one boulevard two weeks ago found that it would have 
to pay more than twenty million dollars for rights of way, 
and voted to do it. Yet, a few years ago the same property 
was offered the city for nothing if it would order in the 
improvement. 


Chicago waged an intermittent battle for thirty years 


to bring about the widening of South Water street,' and 
has recently expended many millions to condemn built 
over property for this purpose. 
A comparatively small 


city like Whittier, noted for its wide streets laid out gener- 
ously by the pioneers, is now engaged in condemning prop- 
erty along some of its narrower streets that were thought 
in the old days to be entirely outside of the zone of business 
expansion. The city of Washington was laid out in advance 
by a Frenchman, 'and is the country's best example of a 
city made as it should be. 


In Los Angeles county we don't need to doubt the 


inevitable necessity for more street room. We know it is 
either needed right now or will be in a few years. Common 
souse directs to plan now and save our own money and the 
money of the next generation.

But the San Gabriel dam in more than 
twice as long as the Idaho one, and is more than a hundred 
and fifty feet higher. And it is a mere" county project. No 
federal aid. No state aid. Just a little affair all of our 
own right here hi Los Angeles county.

ed with the showing Mr. Beaty is making in his first term 
in office. His worth and ability has brought him chairman- 
ship of the following important committees: highways. 
sheriff's office, motorcycle patrol, forestry, fish and game, 
and regional planning.

POWER GROWS 


WITH TRADE 


By K. H. BALLARD 


Executive Vice-president and General 


Manager Southern California 


Edison Co. 


Continuing the American policy of 


backing up labor with an abundant 
supply of power, the electrical in- i 
dustry in the United States installed 
3,500,000 horsepower of new generat- 
ing capacity in 192R, making a. total 
of 36,000,000 horsepower now avail- 
able from the electrical systems of 
this country. 


An analysis of electrical activities 


throughout America in 1926' confirms 
the opinions voiced generally by 
economists, but not generally ap- 
preciated by laymen, which show 
that America's prosperity depends 
on mass production, which in turn 
depends on an adequate power sup- 
ply, manual labor being diverted 
from the use of tools to the man- 
agement of machinery. 


The long distance transmission of 


power and the interconnection of 
generating plants which originated 
in 
California is 
being 
adopted 


throughout tho country. 
In New 


York state such an interconnected 
ystcm now exists from Buffalo to 
Vlbany with lateral lines reaching 
ill the important communities. All 
f the area lying south of the Ohio 
river and cast of the Mississippi 
ind extending to northern Florida 
s now being "hooked up" on this 
California plan, which enables all of 
he plants to be run at their most 
efficient capacity. Similar intercon- 
nections are being worked out in 
Pennsylvania, Iowa and other sec- 
;ions. 


Sixty-eight million people in the 


[Jnited States, or CO per cent of the 
;otal, now live in buildings supplied 
with electricity. 
In Southern Cali- 


fornia over 90 per cent of our popn- 
ation enjoy electric service. 
The 


ler capita use of electricity in Cali- 
fornia is twice that of New York 
state ami we stand second on the 
.1st for the entire country, being 
surpassed only by Montana, where 
:he population is relatively small 
and a great amount of power is gen 
crated for u?e by mines and rail- 
roads. The number of new custom- 
ers secured by America's electrical 
industry last year was 1,400,300. 


To care for such a large growth 


the 
electrical 
industry 
obviously 


must have a big financial program. 
The total investment of the light and 
power business is now $8,400,000,000 
Last year new financing, including 
some refunding, amounted to $1,395,- 
00,000. The construction budget for 
1927, according to the Electrica 
World, will amount to $958,000,000 
of which $561,000,000 will be spent 
for transmission and 
distribution 


lines. This latter figure is particular 
ly significant, as it moans that sev 
vice is being extended in rural dis 
triets, that the program of intercon

Education Bill 
Before Legislature 


That the children of the public 


schools of California may be given 
yeligious training, outside of the pub- 
3ic school buildings, but as a part of 
their regular school work, a bill has 
just been introduced into the Cali- 
fornia state legislature. 
The terms 


of the bill have been outlined in an 
address by J. D. Springston, repre- 
sentative and educational field work- 
er for the American Baptist Publi- 
cation Society, r.nd an effort is be- 
ing made on the part of the commit- 
tee sponsoring the bill to educate the 
people of the state regarding 
the 


aims of the measure. 


Emphasis is placed on the fact that 


this nation was founded on religious 
tenets. The votu-s are being remind- 
ed that only a short time ago the 
•'little red school house" and the 
Sunday school were both considered 
essential to the instruction of our 
youth. 
Now the five days a week 


and a full-time curriculum in our 
schools gives no time for religious in- 
struction, which is so essential, say 
those who are urging the bill, to a 
•well-rounded education. 


Dr. Springston, when speaking be- 


fore the board of Religious Educa- 
tion of Pasadena, stressed the fact 
that the bill is not compulsory and 
does not make or force parents or 
guardians to give their children this 
religious instruction. It only makes 
it obligatory on the part of the State 
Board of Education to provide this 
instruction and allow time for it in

HIS1 interesting placard is 
pasted on a card catalogue 
in a certain kitchen in an old 


Connecticut house which has been 
made over into a modern kitchen 
without losing any of the charm 
of burnished copper kettles and 
shining pewter pots arrayed along 
the top of an old-fashioned, open 
fireplace. 


This modern system of card cata- 


loguing: new recipes which have 
been tried and have made good is 
the device of a woman who studied 
efficiency in business methods be.- 
fore she learned efficiency in home- 
making. 
She explains her system 


thus: 


"Every week I test one new 


recipe, and if it proves to be a de- 
licious dish, it is filed for future 
reference. 
In this way we have 


fifty-two new dishes every year. 
As the old dishes are replaced by 
something better, their cards are 
discarded." 


A peep into last year's catalogue 


of fifty-two recipes revealed some 
very attractive ones, and among 
them a list of pineapple dishes 
some 
of 
which 
were 
copied. 


Whether they go into a card cat- 
alogue, or the old-fashioned bulg- 
ing, recipe book, they will no doubt 
find a welcome with the housewife. 


French Toast with Pineapple was 


among 
the 
foremost 
breakfast 


dishes. Sift together one cup flour, 
one-half teaspoon salt, one teaspoon 
baking powder. Add one cup milk 
and two well be'aten eggs; beat 
well. 
Dip round slices of white 


bread into batter and fry in hot 
fat. Lay on plate, dust with sugar 
and top with slice of Hawaiian 
pineapple—a medium can contains 
eight slices. 
In center of pine- 


apple put one-half teaspoon red 
jelly—currant is delicious. 


Deviled Pineapple among the 


luncheon dishes was marked as 
especially good. 
Cut six hard- 


boiled eggs lengthwise.

pineapple,

spoon vinegar and one-half tea- 
spoon salt. Pile pineapple mixture 
in the eggs and serve on lettuce 
leaves with mayonnaise .dressing-.

chopped salted peanuts. 


Savarin of Pineapple was class- 


ified under "inexpensive desserts'*. 
Use a round tube pan for baking 
plain sponge cake mixture. Add 
one-half cup sugar to one medium 
can 
sliced 
Hawaiian pineapple. 


Boil for fifteen minutes; cool. 
Arrange cake on serving platter. 
Pierce with fork and gently pour 
syrup into cake until it is all 
absorbed. Arrange pineapple ajices 
around cake, overlapping the slices. 
Pile whipped cream, slightly sweet- 
ened on top and serve.
